EDTTORTAL 

Underemphasis on Love is as bad or 
worse as an overemphasis on Love! 


X received a letter from a gentleman whose letters 
initially impressed me. He was concerned about var¬ 
ious and sundry Christian apostasies. Initially I agreed 
with his analyses and I have to admit they were a lot 
more fun reading when they were about other people 
than when they were about me. Then I realized he 
loved to criticize for the sake of criticizing. One of 
his favorite targets was the religious right, although he 
was way to the right of any one of them. 

Then I received a letter from him accusing me of con¬ 
sorting with the religious right. This was news to me. 
Lindsey Williams, THE NATIONAL EDUCATOR, 
Everett Sileven, Tim LaHaye, Donald Sills, the Coali¬ 
tion on Revival, Pat Robertson, Gary North, Eustace 
Mullins, Cornelius Vanderbreggen, etc. would hardly 
agree. They would be happy to learn that at last I was 
on their side, but they would be very surprised! His 
accusations were that I was going to have to face the 
Great White Throne Judgment for promoting soft¬ 
ware developed by one of Gary North’s friends. (We 
suspect that Godspeed was developed by a friend of 
Gary North because Gary North was thanked in the 
acknowledgements to the program documentation.) 

I could not help but notice that his letter was obvious¬ 
ly written on a computer. Now probably it was either 
done on an IBM or an Apple. If it was done on an 
IBM, the coding was developed by Marcel Vogel, a 
dedicated occultist. In a recent Seattle debate I had 
with Marcel Vogel, he claimed he received the inspira¬ 
tion for his coding from a psychic "molasses” dream.

And though I bestow 
all my goods to feed [the poor], and though I give my 
body to be burned, and have not charity, it profiteth 
me nothing. Charity suffereth long, [and] is kind: 
charity envieth not; charity vaunteth not itself, is not 
puffed up, Charity never faileth: but whether [there 
be] prophecies, they shall fail: whether [there be] 
tongues, they shall cease; whether [there be] knowl¬ 
edge, it shall vanish away. And now abideth faith, 
hope, charity, these three; but the greatest of these [is] 
charity. 

I Corinthians 16:14 Let all your things be done with 
charity. 

Colossians 3:14 And above all these things [put on] 
charity, which is the bond of perfectness. 

II Thessalonians 1:3 We are bound to thank God al¬ 
ways for you, brethren, as it is meet, because that your 
faith groweth exceedingly, and the charity of every 
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one of you all toward each other ahoundeth; 

I Peter 4:8 And above all things have fervent charity 
among yourselves: for charity shall cover the multi¬ 
tude of sins. 

Clearly the context of "charity" here means 
more than donations to the poor. In fact, "charity" is 
distinguished from such acts. We could all improve in 
the area of charity - and we can do so without com¬ 
promising doctrinal purity. My correspondent suffers 


from the worst sense of pharisaical hypocrisy. Fortu¬ 
nately, I can take it. It could destroy the faith of a 
new believer! 

And, oh yes, I did look up the above Bible verses with 
the software program that Gary North’s friend de¬ 
veloped! "My word shall not return to me void," saith 
the Lord.

Probably no innocent Involvement 
Here. Agnes Sanford was once the 
Omegan’s Alumni of the Month! 


Extensive debate has raged in the Christian 
community as to Agnes Sanford's orthodoxy. 
Some New Age Movement watchers stirred 
up a hornet’s nest when they suggested she was 
promoting occult techniques. Certainly, her 
books and those of her son’s. John Sanford, 
may be found in nearly all New Age book¬ 
stores, ranging from the Theosophical Society 
and A.R.E. to Arizona New Age holistic cen¬ 
ters. Now it appears that her involvement 
may have been somewhat less than innocent. 
In fact, it was clearly intentional. She was a 
graduate of the Omegan Institute for Execu¬ 
tive Research. Agnes Sanford had indeed con¬ 
sciously undergone New Age training. I am 
indebted to Linda Perkins of Scottsdale, Ari¬ 
zona for my documentation -- a back set of 
The Omegan Institute for Executive Re¬ 
search newsletters. Their July, 1975 newslet¬ 
ter named Agnes Sanford the "Omegan of the 
Month." 

The Omega Institute for Executive Research 
was founded and run by John and Helen 
Boyle. They were close friends of Agnes 
Sanford. The Boyles wrote in their July 
1975 Newsletter: 

"Ted Sanford passed away in 
1960, and in 1965 Agnes 
moved to California. Now she 
travels all over the world doing 
missions and seminars, teaching 
the prayer of faith. An earthy 
person with a wonderful sense 


of humor, she still finds her 
greatest inspiration in the 
beauty of nature and her Mon¬ 
rovia home, nestled against the 
San Gabriel mountains, is sur¬ 
rounded by flowers, plants and 
trees of every kind. 

"Interestingly, after at¬ 
tending Omega she carefully 
selected five quotations from 
the Bible which held the exact 
meaning as the five basic affir¬ 
mations as taught in the Semi¬ 
nar. 

"She has been a lovely 
and wonderful friend through 
the years, and Helen Boyle has 
had the privilege of attending 
one of her Pastoral Care Semi¬ 
nars. 

The article, which features her picture did 
not state exactly when she had taken the 
training, but implied a very close relationship 
between Agnes Sanford and the Institute's 
leadership. 

The same issue which gave Agnes Sanford 
the recognition stressed other themes of con¬ 
cern to the Institute. They sought to make 
self-esteem training a mandatory part of 
teacher training. 

But, where do we start? First

teem training as a prerequisite 
for any other training to be 
given the fledgling teacher 
fore his or her own benefit! 

The February 1975 newsletter fea¬ 
tured an article "New Dimensions in Brain 
Research" by Vicki Arnett. It was headed by 
a quote from occult poet William Blake 
"What now exists was only once imagined." 
The material for the article was taken from a 
lecture given at Stanford University by 
James Fadiman. Fadiman who was later to 
participate in the plans to stage a simulated 
second coming of Christ as detailed in my 
second book. A PLANNED DECEPTION 
was described as "an old friend of Omega, 
having first attended the Seminar in the early 
1960’s. He has been one of the true pioneers 
in the new psychologies which are concen¬ 
trated on the growth of the sane individual 
into the super sane."

NEW AGE MOVEMENT OUTLINE - PART I OF II 

THE NEW AGE MOVEMENT - WHAT IS IT? 


I. The New Age Movement - What is it? 

A. It is a world-wide coalition of networking organi¬ 
zations. It also includes individuals bound together by 
common mystical experiences. There are more than 
10,000 New Age organizations within the United 
States and Canada alone and probably several times 
that world-wide. The New Age Movement is particu¬ 
larly active and influential within New Zealand and 
Australia. It has many manifestations within Europe, 
as well, the most visible being the Green political par¬ 
ty of Germany. Alphabetically, the network ranges 
from Amnesty International through Zero Population 
Growth. (See The Whole Again Resource Guide by 
Tim Ryan with Rae Jappinen, Capra House, P.O. Box 
2068, Santa Barbara, CA 93120, Networking: The 
First Report and Directory by Jessica Lipnack & Jef¬ 
frey Stamps, Doubleday, 1982; New Age Politics by 
Mark Satin, Dell Books Division of E. P. Dutton, 
1979). New Age organizations (include, but are not 
limited to) the following types: 


1. Religious cults, including the following proto¬ 
types: 


a. The Church Universal Sc Triumphant of Eliza¬ 
beth Clare Prophet. This also includes its affiliated 
organizations, Summit Lighthouse, Summit University, 
Camelot, the Montana ranch, and local affiliates across 
the United States. It features a syncretistic mixture of 
esoteric "Christianity," Buddhism, Hinduism, Spiritual¬ 
ism, worship of "Lord Maitreya" and "Sanat Kumara", 
Spiritualism, etc. Elizabeth Clare Prophet is active in 
the highly organized Unity in Diversity Council 
(formerly known as the International Cooperation 
Council); and has written introductions to the Spiritu¬ 
al Community Guides, a popular New Age directory. 
She like the Unification Church (Moonies) has worked 
the more conservative segments of society with some 
success. Magazines from the John Birch Society 
(which may very well be a a New Age front of sorts 
itself) and books by conservative leaders are featured 
in their bookstore, alongside booklets of channeled 
messages by "Djwhal Khul" - the same resident de- 
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mon as that of Alice Bailey received by Ms. Prophet! 
The channeled messages and the conservative books 
have two entirely different messages, but many con¬ 
servatives do not catch the difference! 

b. The Children of God organization led by Moses 
David Berg labels itself a New Age ashram. Its litera¬ 
ture is often available in occult bookstores. It is fea¬ 
tured in New Age directories, such as those of the 
Unity in Diversity Council as an organization sharing 
common goals with themselves. It includes a strange 
mixture Age of Aquarian mysticism, speaking in 
tongues, "flirty fishing", free sex, and Bible reading. It 
is designed to appeal to young people who might be 
otherwise attracted to charismatic and pentecostal 
Christianity. Two good references on this include a 
book entitled "Not for a Million Dollars" by a former 
member of the cult as well as Deborah Berg’s book 
about her father. 

c. Unity School of Practical Christianity 

(headquartered at Lee’s Summit, Missouri). While 
most would be surprised at the designation of a cult, it 
is clearly a "New Age" center of the highest order. 
Alice Bailey, Theosophy, Bhagwan Shree Rajneesh, 
and Elizabeth Clare Prophet books are sold in the 
church’s bookstores, including at Unity Village itself. 
Benjamin Creme has spoken in more Unity Churches 
in the United States than any other denomination 
combined (except perhaps for the Unitarians who are 
also distinctly "New Age" in their belief structure). 
He even was allowed to speak at Unity’s Founder’s 
Church. Their theology clearly teaches the divinity of 
man and fosters a belief in reincarnation. 

d. 3HO (appeals to Buddhist/Hindu "seekers" 

e. Manifest Sons of God - Overcomers - Sonship 
Movement. I first learned of this New Age Movement 
development from a New Age document with the 
rather "unassuming" title of An Evolutionary Basis for 
the Reappearance of the Christ and his Executives, the 
Masters of Wisdom ." Written by Ernest Ramsey, an 
associate pastor at Unity’s Founder’s Church, Unity on 
the Plaza, Kansas City, Missouri, it told of develop¬ 
ments coalescing to make Creme’s Maitreya the Christ 
a historic fact. A significant portion of his report was 
dedicated to "The Neo-Pentecostals and their Amazing 
New Age Teachings." Ramsey personally told me in 
an interview session conducted at my request that at 
the suggestion of his spirit guide he attended one of 
their seminaries. While this movement was nominally 
Christian in terminology and appearance, he was 
amazed and delighted to find the same teachings, in 
different terminology, being taught there that he had 
learned from the Alice Bailey books. Ramsey is right 
in this case. The teachings are identical to the Bailey 


writings! They too deny that Jesus is THE Christ as in 
the only Christ They believe that the second coming 
of Christ is themselves becoming the "Manifested Sons 
of God." At that time many of them believe they will 
be headed by a 30 year old king who will be their 
leader and that they themselves will receive the same 
anointing as Jesus. Worse yet, they believe that they 
are God’s instruments to cleanse the earth with vio¬ 
lence, if necessary. Trances are often induced among 
them by prolonged praise and worship and speaking in 
tongues. Like the other New Agers, they deny that 
Lucifer is Satan and some of their number such as Da¬ 
vid Ebaugh have gone to great lengths to clear his 
name. They have simply renamed the "Age of Aquari¬ 
us" as "The Year of Jubilee" and "The Feast of Taber¬ 
nacles." Ebaugh is a little more "up front." He simply 
calls his course "New Age Bible Teachings." He ex¬ 
plains it away to incredulous students who believe in 
both his work and mine as "old Christian 
terminology." I plan a future book solely on this im¬ 
portant development amongst Christians which has 
split many a Pentecostal church. 

f. Unification Church: Although some cult 

"experts" (Keith Tolbert, David Balsiger, Walter Mar¬ 
tin) have gone to great lengths to deny that this organ¬ 
ization is part of the New Age Movement, Unification 
Church’s own publications and articles of faith clearly 
affirm it. Joe Tully, the director of their political ac¬ 
tion arm, CAUSA, admitted to me personally in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. on December 27, 1983 that they were in¬ 
deed cooperating with Benjamin Creme and TARA 
center. [While I was the first to mention Benjamin 
Creme to him, thinking he would require an explana¬ 
tion, Tully brought up Tara Center to me!] He then 
said to me, "but we don’t all agree on who that Christ 
is." Reminding him that they all agreed on who he 
isn’t -- that he isn’t Jesus, he defended that position. 
They are listed in most New Age directories and local 
New Age papers. They they have the same timetables 
as those given in the Alice Bailey books. Reverend 
Moon has stated that he was given the opportunity to 
become the Christ, but had at that time decided 
against it. The progress of this New Age organization 
has been amazing since the publication of 
The Hidden Dangers of the Rainbow. By buying a 
Washington, D.C. newspaper, and giving it a 
"conservative" look, the Moonies have successfully in¬ 
filtrated conservative ranks. They have also net¬ 
worked with fundamentalist leaders who should have 
known better. The issue of the Moonies has become 
crucial because of hard-core Fundamentalist Christian 
networking with them in the "Coalition for Religious 
Freedom." President, evangelical minister and W. Stu¬ 
art McBirnie associate Don Sills who has stated to the 
press that they are working very closely with CAUSA, 
the political action arm of Unification Church, emceed 
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a "welcome home" "God and Freedom Banquet" for 
Reverend Moon. CAUSA has made friends among 
many naive Conservatives by professing to fight 
Marxism. At this time hundreds of fundamentalists 
and conservative political leaders were in attendance. 
Sills said then "We must together lead the world from 
the darkness of slavery, and into the light of freedom 
and the dawning of a New Age"! Reverend Moon 
clearly denies Jesus is the Christ! Query: Which dis¬ 
pleases God the most: State teacher certification? or, 
open fellowship with those who blaspheme his name 
by stating his Son failed in his mission? 


g. Aihiam of Bhagwan Shree Rajneeth. This New 
Age cult features a strange blend of Hinduism, mind 
control, free love (they call it "Tantric Sex"), violence, 
pro-Nazi sentiments, crematoriums. Buddhism, holistic 
health, and other New Age psychotechnologies." 
When they were finally ejected from the State of Ore¬ 
gon, they had taken over one municipality completely 
(Antelope, Oregon), had nearly gained control of 
another (Madras, Oregon), and they had more weapons 
than the rest of the State of Oregon combined! 


2. Mind control classes and organizations. This in¬ 
cludes organizations such as Silva, est (Erhard Semi¬ 
nars Training and its new name, "The Forum"), New 
Age Thinking (also called "Achieving your Full Poten¬ 
tial); TM (Transcendental Meditation), Lifespring, 
Arica, etc., etc. 

3. "Chriitian Myiticiim" ft "Christian 

Meditation." Marilyn Ferguson gives the startling 
statistic in The Aquarian Conspiracy that 31% of 
those she surveyed found "Christian Mysticism" im¬ 
portant to their "spiritual growth", Le. New Age devel¬ 
opment! This would also include Matthew Fox’s Insti¬ 
tute for Creation Centered Spiritualities (this includes 
open advocacy of homosexuality and paganism!); Bear 
& Company (controlled by Matthew Fox); many Inner 
Healing Groups (most participants would not be aware 
of this, although some like now deceased Ruth Carter 
Stapleton were open about their New Age Movement 
involvement); "contemplative prayer" groups; Center¬ 
ing Prayer groups. 

4. Holistic health practitioners, most homeopathic 
physicians, and many (but not all) nutritionists and 
health food stores. Interestingly, Benjamin Creme 
himself was the cover story on the Winter, 1984 Inter¬ 
national Journal Of Holistic Health and Medicine. 

5. Most, if not all, ecology, environmental and 
"Appropriate Technology" organizations. This in¬ 


cludes organizations such as Clamshell Alliance, 
Greenpeace, Audubon Society (They are part of the 
Global Tomorrow Coalition), Sierra Club (their books 
are openly animistic and pantheistic), New Alchemy 
Institute of John and Nancy Todd; Rocky Mountain 
Institute (Amory & Hunter Lovins); Friends of the 
Earth, World Wildlife Federation, etc. 

I have heard there were denials from the Sierra Club 
to isolated media personnel that they were a "New 
Age" organization. Anybody doubting they are indeed 
New Age should go to their libraries or bookstore and 
obtain a copy of Well Body ; Well Earth: The Sierra 
Club Environmental Health Sourcebook. The pro- 
pantheistic, pro-animistic, anti-Judeo/Christian bias 
will reveal itself after one looks at only a very few 
pages! If that evidence is insufficient, then perhaps 
the reader will be convinced by another Sierra Club 
book, Bioshelters , Ocean Arks, City Farming: Ecology 
as the Basis of Design by John and Nancy Todd of the 
New Alchemy Institute. Contributions to the book 
come from the Lindisfarne Chapel; Cathedral Bioshel¬ 
ter; both Lindisfarne Chapel and Cathedral Bioshelter 
are located at the Cathedral Church of St. John the Di¬ 
vine, New York City!); Paolo Soleri (Arcosanti). That 
book is complete with David Spangler, Amory and 
Hunter Lovins (Friends of the Earth, Lindisfarne Fel¬ 
lows); and William Irwin Thompson! This pales, how¬ 
ever, in light of their very latest offering by Thomas 
Berry, The Dream of the Earth. 

6. Many religious social concern organizations includ¬ 
ing Sojourners; Bread for the World; Jubilee Fellow¬ 
ship; Institute of Cultural Affairs a/k/a The Ecumeni¬ 
cal Institute a/k/a The Order: Ecumenical; Pax 
Christi; etc. One New Age writer (Theodore Roszak) 
even went so far as to list the World Christian Libera¬ 
tion Front (Berkeley Christian Coalition which in¬ 
cludes Spiritual Counterfeits Project) and their Right 
On (Radix) Magazine as entry points to the Aquarian 
Frontier (the allegations may not be without founda¬ 
tion, as SCP recently carried an endorsement on their 
brochure by prominent New Age Movement writer 
and leader, Theodore Roszak). 

7. Political interest organizations such as the Califor¬ 
nia New Age Caucus (former California Governor Jer¬ 
ry Brown and California State Assemblyman John 
Vasconcellos. Brown, also a Zen Buddhist enthusiast, 
appointed many prominent New Agers to high Cali¬ 
fornia political offices. A few of the others include 
such groups as New Organization for an American 
Revolution (N.O.A.R.); New World Alliance; ; Global 
Education Associates (Gerald and Patricia Mische); 
World Federalists who were represented for years at 
the United Nations by New Age, Lucis Trust leader 
Donald Keys; Society of Emissaries (combines esoteri- 
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cism and political action); Friends of the Earth (also 
see "Appropriate Technology"); Planetary Citizens; 
Planetary Initiative; etc. It most recently includes the 
Rainbow Coalition of Jesse Jackson which did not 
start out as strictly "New Age" but has been since 
largely taken over by those interests. 

8. Intentional communities. This would include 
the Findhorn Foundation (maybe the "Vatican City" 
of the New Age Movement; Auroville (India); Stelle 
Community (Illinois); Taize (France); Bruderhof - 
(Germany and New York State); The Farm (of Ste¬ 
phen & Ina Gaskins, Tennessee - they have openly net¬ 
worked with Lucis Trust), The Sirius Community in 
Massachusetts, etc. Builders of the Dawn , A New Age 
book by Corinne McLaughlin and Gordon Davidson 
(Foreword by David Spangler, Stillpoint Publishing, 
Walpole, NH 03608, 1985) lists all of the above and 
many more in probably the most detailed book so far 
on "intentional communities." It also lists eight inter¬ 
national NETWORKS of intentional communities 
working for the "New Order." McLaughlin and Da¬ 
vidson are also former Findhorn residents who went 
on to found the Sirius Community. 

9. Esoteric philosophy and religious groups. This 
would include Lucis Trust (appears to be the "brains" 
of the Movement); Rosicrucians; Theosophical Socie¬ 
ty; Society of Emissaries; I AM Movement (Church 
Universal and Triumphant has its roots in this); etc. 

10. Some organizations purporting to fight world 
hunger such as The Hunger Project; Bread for the 
World (their president (Detroit Bishop Thomas Gum- 
bleton) told me he had complete confidence in Mat¬ 
thew Fox and they did support the New World 
Order); etc. 

11. Disarmament Organizations such as SANE 
(Donald Keys and Norman Cousins were among its or¬ 
ganizers) and WAND (Women’s Action for Nuclear 
Disarmament). 

12. Globalist organizations. This would also include 
previously mentioned organizations such as the Global 
Education Associates of Gerald and Patricia Mische 
and the World Federalists. Donald Keys, a former Ar¬ 
cane School administrator (Lucis Trust) represented 
the World Federalists at the United Nations for sever¬ 
al years after having coming from a Lucis Trust/Sri 
Chinmoy background. He still is most influential with 
the World Federalists as well as having extraordinary 
influence at the UN. 

13. Extremist Right Wing Hate Groups such as Aryan 
Nations, Covenant Sword and the Arm of the Lord, 
Posse Comitatus, Liberty Lobby, the Identity religious 


Movement, Mountain Church of Rev. Robert Miles, 
Ku Klux Kian, etc. 

14. Extremist left wing hate groups, particularly 
those with an anti-Zionist element 

15. "Green" political parties and organizations. 

16. Infiltration of Conventional Organizations. This 
happens usually in one or both of two ways. Some¬ 
times there is deliberate infiltration of an organiza¬ 
tion. Often, as professionals suffer the common dis¬ 
ease of "burnout" and turn to mind control techniques 
and meditation courses, they become converts to the 
New Age world-view and enthusiastically work to 
spread the "wisdom" among their colleagues. A good 
example of this is Malcolm Todd, M.D., a past presi¬ 
dent of the American Medical Association. Which 
category he falls into is difficult for anybody but God 
to determine. But Dr. Todd has actively worked to 
spread New Age concepts. An article by him express¬ 
ing New Age concepts appears in The New Holistic 
Health Handbook: Living Well in a New Age 
(Berkeley Holistic Health Center, Edited by Shepherd 
Bliss, Viking Penguin Inc., 1985, pp. 10-11). 


B. It is known by many names, including but not lim¬ 
ited to the following: 

1. Age of Aquarius. 

2. Aquarian Conspiracy. 

3. Transpersonal Movement. 

4. Humanistic Movement (includes Humanistic Psy¬ 
chology).

9. Humanism and "Secular Humanism." It is a myth 
that humanism is "secular." Despite the sometime 
outcries by the American Humanist Association - 
against "mysticism" it is a fact that several most 
prominent "humanists" are caught up in open mysti¬ 
cism if not outright Luciferianism. For example, Oli- 
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ver L. Reiser was a signer of the 1933 Humanist 
Manifesto. He was also an extremely active member - 
of Lucis (Lucifer) Trust and wrote the introduction 
to Alice Bailey’s New Age Education. There he - 
showed complete familiarity with the writings of ’’The 
Tibetan" - Alice Bailey’s resident demon! Isaac Asi¬ 
mov, a recent president of the American Humanist 
Association, is part of Planetary Initiative for the - 
World We Choose, a nearly direct Lucis Trust off¬ 
spring! Their fear is not so much mysticism, as it s 
Judeo- Christian "dogmatism." 


C. The principal aims or three major goals of the 
Movement include: 


1. New World Order; 

2 New World Religion; 

3. New Age "Messiah" (usually admitted not to be Je¬ 
sus). 


D. Sources of New Age doctrines: 

1. Helena Petrovna Blavatsky (1836-1891). 

2. Annie Besant (Blavatsky’s Theosophical Society 
successor. It was Annie Besant who tried to accelerate 
the coming of the Antichrist by promoting Krishna- 
murti for that role. 

3. Alice Bailey (1880-1949). She was the founder of 
the Lucifer Publishing Company which later became 
Lucis Trust, Lucis Publishing Company, Triangles, 
The Arcane School, and World Goodwill. 

4. Nicholas Roerich who was also the personal guru 
for United States Vice-President Henry Wallace. 

5. George Gurdjieff. 

6. P. D. Ouspensky. 

7. David Spangler 

8. H.G. Wells 

9. Meister Eckhart 

10. Pierre Teilhard de Chardin

II. Roots of the New Age Movement beliefs are found 
in some of the world’s earliest recorded traditions. 
They appear to be nearly mirror image perversions of 
Biblical accounts: 

A. Most New Age esoteric historians claim their tra¬ 
ditions originated in Atlantis. 

1. It is possible and even probable that "Atlantis" ex¬ 
isted, but it was the world prior to the Noachic flood - 
a world God judged and condemned! 

2. The Alice Bailey books in fact do state that Atlan¬ 
tis was the pre-flood world. (See The Initiations: Hu¬ 
man and Solar). 

3. Important New Age references on above include: 

a. Isis Unveiled by Helena Petrovna Blavatsky. 

b. The Golden Thread by Natalie Banks (Lucis Trust). 

B. New Agers then claim that at the time of the cata¬ 
clysmic destruction of Atlantis that their "White 
Lodge" of "Ascended Masters" withdrew from the 
earth and left the planet temporarily in the control of 
the "Black Lodge." A clear reading of their literature 
reveals that they define "Black Lodge" as the source 
of Judeo-Christian tradition and "White Lodge" as the 
source of their own doctrine. 
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C. The claim is then made that the teachings were 
preserved in the ancient land of Babylon and sur¬ 
rounding plains of Shinar and from there disseminated 
throughout the earth. They include as evidence of 
such "dissemination" the Taoist doctrines of China. 
Mayan-Aztec beliefs of Mexico and Central-South 
America; Great Spirit teachings of the American Indi¬ 
ans; Hinduism; Buddhism, etc. 

1. This clearly correlates with the Biblical account of 
the building of the Tower of Babel and God’s scatter¬ 
ing of those disobedient builders throughout the globe 
after confounding their language. 

2. Other evidence of the truth of the Biblical account 
include: 


a. Similarity of South American pyramids to Egyptian 
pyramids and Babylonian ziggurats. (Old Babylon, 
"New Babylon"?) 

b. Common legends about such things as a world-wide 
flood, the building of a great tower, the scattering of 
mankind, and the confusion of languages. 

c. Universal serpent worship among many diverse cul¬ 
tures. 

c. Mayan/Egyptian alphabet similarities. 

d. The doctrinal similarities between all pagan reli¬ 
gions of the world, combined with the sharp deviance 
from those doctrines of Judeo-Christian religious tra¬ 
ditions. 

1) It is improbable that this much could be 
explained away as mere "coincidence." 

2) New Age literature corroborates it - much as a 
negative displays a photograph. 

D. The Biblical story of the Garden of Eden is fully 
borne out in the negative in the pagan religions of the 
world. 

1. The lies of the Serpent in the Garden of Eden are 
preserved as doctrinal points in the pagan religions of 
the world as well as Christian apostasy: 

a. "You shall not surely die." 

b. "You shall be as gods." 

c. These lies are also the central theological 

theme of the New Age Movement, of 
the "New Thought religions", of the 
"New Theology", of "Creation Cen¬ 


tered Theology", of the Aquarian Gos 
pel, as well as the "Cosmic Gospels" of 
"UFO" entities. 

3. These two points comprise the doctrine 
of nearly every religious cult in the 
world today. 


4. Further evidence for this may be found in the 
prevalence of snake worship throughout nearly every 
pagan religions of the world -- ranging from Eskimoes 
to Chinese and from Mayans to Hindus. 


a. Universal serpent worship in pagan cultures rang¬ 
ing from Eskimoes to Chinese. 


E. The New Age teachings include full-fledged wor¬ 
ship of Lucifer! This corroborates the Biblical teach¬ 
ing that Lucifer was expelled from Heaven for the sin 
of pride - for wanting to be worshipped as God — ex¬ 
alting himself above God. 


III. Make no mistake about it, the New Age Move¬ 
ment IS a religion which closely parallels all the pagan 
traditions of the world. It is a counterfeit - albeit a 
poor one - of Judeo-Christian doctrine. 

A. The New Age Movement has its own Bibles: 
Oahspe, URANTIA Book. Aquarian Gospel. Secret 
Doctrine, Keys of Enoch, Revelation: The Birth of a 
New Age (Spangler), the Alice Bailey books, etc. 

B. The New Age Movement has a comprehensive 
body of religious doctrine which includes the follow¬ 
ing tenets: 


1. Belief in a central spiritual being known as "The 
Source," "The Force" or "The God of Force," or "The 
Soul" or "Oversoul" which is known them as "God 
Transcendent. (Sometimes they even say that our God 
is something or someone known as "Sanat Kumara" - 
probably a scrambling of the name "Satan"!), a Central 
Spiritual Being - Force 

2. Belief in "God Immanent" meaning "God within." 

3. Belief in the divinity of man as a necessary part of 
belief in "God immanent". 

4. Belief in "The Law of Rebirth" referring both to 
reincarnation and the "process" of "initiation". The 
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mystical experience is occasioned by surrendering con¬ 
scious control of the will, entering into a trance-like 
state of consciousness, induced by such psychotechnol¬ 
ogies as Zen, transcendental meditation; yoga; 
"Contemplative Prayer" (all too often it contemplates 
one’s navel and not God! - and it always involves 
praying as Jesus forbade: "And when you pray, pray 
not as the heathen pray, using vain repetition"); 
"Christian mysticism or meditation (Marilyn Ferguson 
showed 31% of New Agers she surveyed to be influ¬ 
enced by this; most forms of "Inner Healing"; drugs 
such as LSD and MDMA (Ecstasy), etc. Again, what 
the New Agers call "initiation" is nothing more nor 
less than demonic possession! 

5. Unity of all life, from the smallest to the greatest 
within the "universal oversoul" which they further 
claim is "Lucifer." 

6. Belief that Jesus and the Christ are two separate 
entities and that the Christ is an office rather than a 
man. (Note scripturally 1 John 2:22 which states that 
the Antichrist will deny Jesus is the Christ (as in the 
ONLY Christ) and I John 4:3 which states that he will 
deny that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh. The New 
Agers say that Jesus was anointed with the Christ 
Spirit - "anointing" in this usage of the word actually 
means possession! 

7. Belief in evolution. 

8. Belief in the perfectability of Aryan man as a cor¬ 
ollary belief to that of evolution and that the perfect- 
ability extends to self-realization of godhood." This 
belief is particularly stressed by right wing elements 
of the Movement and is a pillar of occult anti- 
Semitism. 

9. Necessity of Initiation (mystical experiences). 


KNOW this to be a fact. 

14. Hatred of Orthodox Christianity, Judaism, Mus¬ 
lims. 

15. Existence of "masters" and occult hierarchy. Be¬ 
lief in an "inner government" of the planet. 

16. Belief in an "inner government of the planet." 
This is supposedly administered by the so-called 
"hierarchy" of "masters" originating from a mythical 
"Shamballa." As ridiculous as this all sounds, it is be¬ 
lieved by the New Agers, including famous scientists! 
They can with a straight face laugh at Christian be¬ 
liefs and howl at the mention of a "devil” and at the 
same time believe all of the above because they have 
"experienced it." Again, their "experiences" are occa¬ 
sioned by the "initiation process" where they have giv¬ 
en themselves over to seducing spirits and doctrines of 
devils! 

17. Belief in Racial Evolution. This belief which 
they hold in common with the Nazism of the 1930s 
and 1940s is that races as well as people have their 
time and it is time for them to pass from the evolu¬ 
tionary scene. Since humanity is the top of the evolu¬ 
tionary ladder in terms of Western mysticism (the cow 
is the zenith in Hindu mysticism!), there is no where 
to go from there, but for people to pass through death 
and reincarnation to higher racial forms. This ex¬ 
plains why occultists, including Hitler, would often 
have the highest regard for vegetarianism and kind¬ 
ness to animals, but could kill human beings of 
"inferior racial stock" with little or no hesitation.

10. Belief that the their Trinity (not the same as our 
Holy Trinity" is inferior to something they term the 
"Solar Logos" and further that each solar system has 
its own "Solar Logos" and trinity! 

11. Belief in the "Law of Avatars" - a teaching that 
at the start of every "New Age" (every 2,160 years or 
so), the "Solar Logos" sends the Christ who overshad¬ 
ows a mortal human being and through that person 
imparts necessary teachings to the world to help it 
make it through yet another turn of the odiacal cycle! 

12. At-one-ment vs. atonement. 

13. Interconnectedness or unity of all life. (After a 
mystical experience, a person usually feels they
